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Date of notice of decision: 22 April 2015 
Summary of reasons for decision: 


The computer image file printout does not deal with any matters under s3 (1) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, nor do s3A or s3B of the Act apply. The 
publication is therefore unrestricted. 

The image on the printout is an example of commercial photography. It shows a young teenage 
girl posing in black patterned underwear or a bikini. She lies in a position that exposes her panty- 
covered crotch. However, the girl is not photographed in a manner that deliberately draws 
attention to her sexual parts: the effect is "sexy" rather than sexual. The extent and degree to 
which the image is sexualisedis insufficient to bring the publication within the s3(l) "subject 
matter gateway". 

The right freedom of expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been 
considered. An unrestricted classification is consistent with sl4 of that Act, which requires the 
least restrictive interpretation to be placed on a publication where the case is marginal.
